HE overthrow of the existing regime in New 
York City was due in a large measure to the 


newspapers, the influence of the publications, be- 
ing perhaps the most important factor which led to 
the victory of the reform forces.

exceptions the entire press of the city was against 
the Tammany ticket, and made special efforts to 
prevent its election. Had the papers taken the op 
posite side there is no question but that the result 
would have been reversed. 


The condition was recognized by the candidates, 


Mayor Low especially recognizing the work done 
in his interest, and paying the various journals 
which contributed so much toward winning the vic- 
tory for him, high and appreciative compliment:-. 
The newspapers deserve the credit that Mr. Low 
willingly accords them. And the press throughout 
the country, in proportion, can and docs influence 
the sentiment of the community, being a most im- 
portant factor in acheiving results not only in elec- 
tions but in other matters. 
This condition is ac- 


knowledged and known universally to exist. The 
press is a great power, and a great responsibility 
rests with those who weild it, its abuse being, in the 
estimation of all true and honorable journalists, a 
greater crime than the abuse of official or any oth- 
er power in the world.
